After 
graduating  cum  laude  from 
Brooklyn  College,  she 
earned  a Master  of  Arts  at 
Columbia.  Her  career  as  a 
school  teacher  led  her  to 
an  Involvement  In  program 
planning.  In-service 
training,  and  developement 
of  community  facilities. 
In  1964  she  was  elected  to 
the  New  York  State 
Assembly.  She  defeated 
James  Farmer  In  her  first 
race  for  Congress  In 
1968.

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Editorial  Comment 

We  are  now  quickly  approaching  the  end  of  Livingston's 
first  year  of  existence.  As  the  dedication  comes  near,  it 
is  time  to  take  stock  of  what  we  as  a college  community  have 
accomplished  and  what  need  be  done  for  the  future. 

Livingston  College,  amidst  the  mud  and  noise  of  construc- 
tion, has  slowly  evolved  from  chaos  toward  passivity.  There 
are  very  few  other  institutions  that  can  boast  of  an  education- 
al atmosphere  more  conducive  to  learning  than  that  of  Living- 
ston. Without  the  artificial  pressures  of  required  curricula 
and  mandatory  courses,  the  Livingston  student  has  had  the 
opportunity  for  growth  of  his  emotional  and  mental  well 
being.  Able  to  utilize  the  vast  resources  of  a large  univ- 
ersity and  the  personal  relationships  of  a small  college, 
the  Livingston  student  experiences  something  nearing  the 
University  of  Utopia,  where  faculty  and  students  discuss 
at  great  length  the  surrounding  society,  examine  its  basic 
philosophy  and  traditions,  and  pass  judgement  upon  the 
relative  merits  and  demerits  of  its  surrounding  environment. 

Yet  Livingston  is  something  more.  Not  restricted  by  an 
elitist  student  body,  Livingston  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  enter  society  and  work  toward  fundamental 
changes  within  the  context  of  a college  career. 

With  this  ability  at  the  fingertips  of  all  who  desire 
it,  a paradox  why  this  allegedly  active  and  moving  student 
body  has  accomplished  so  little  with  respect  to  what  must 
be  done.  The  inability  of  most  of  our  students  to  rise 
above  the  apathy  toward  a constructive  path  for  the  better- 
ment of  society  has  been  the  most  singularly  important 
failure  of  the  Livingston  situation. 

There  is  still  hope.  Many  students,  faculty,  and  ad- 
ministrators recognize  this  problem.  They  are  continually 
examining  inadequacies  of  both  Livingston  and  our  American 
society.  It  is  only  through  this  method  of  careful  study 
and  research,  coupled  with  constructive  community 
involvement  that  the  existence  of  Livingston  College  can 
have  real  meaning.  It  is  up  to  you;  students,  faculty,  and 
administration,  to  become  aware  of  this  problem.  Only 
through  the  action  of  all  can  Livingston  achieve  this  goal.

To  put  In  housing  Into  the  woods  doesn't  only 
mean  knocking  down  trees  and  puTTlng  up  houses.  It 
means  tearing  up  to  put  sewer  lines,  hot  water 
lines,  drainage,  storm  sewers,  electricity  poles, 
telephone  poles,  etc.,"  Garcia  declared. 

Garcia  feels  the  University  desperately  needs  the 
housing  system  because  of  the  married  student 
population  increase  and  also  to  replace  the  married 
student  houses  onDavIdson  Road  which  he  says  are 
ready  to  fall  apart  plus  they're  a terrible  fire 
hazzard."  However  Garcia  said  "the  University  has 
a sacred  trust'  to  maintain  mankind's  knowledge  for 
prosperity  In  order  to  pass  It  on  etc.,  etc.  Those 
woods  to  me  represent  a part  of  man's  knowledge,  not 
only  a part  of  man's  knowledge  In  the  biological, 
zoological,  botonlcal,  ecological  terms  of  the  word, 
but  we  already  know  that  we  are  In  terms  of  man 
thoughtlessly  destroying  land,  destroying  nature." 

"1  cannot  see  protecting  a goif  course  and 
tearing  down  woods.  It's  true  I'm  not  a golfer,  hut 
In  this  day  and  age  with  things  that  we  recognize  In 
terms  of  our  environment,  I don't  see  how  any 
University,  any  University  person,  or  any  educated 
person  can  Justify  saving  a golf  course  and  tearing 
down  woods,"  Garcia  said.  The  Kilmer  area  contains 
about  540  acres  of  land,  40  of  which  Livingston 
Col  1 ege  is  si tuated. 

Admitting  he  knew  little  ahout  construction, 
Garcia  pointed  to  the  fact  that  an  Ideal  place  to 
build  the  housing  would  be  one  where  the  land  Is 
already  cleared  and  leveled.  He  said  such  land  is 
already  cleared  and  leveled.  He  said  such  land  Is 
available  with  sewerage,  electricity,  and  telephone 
poles  left  behind  by  the  Army. 

"Every  month  that  goes  by  supposlngly  costs  more 
money.  Well  then  let's  change  our  plans  right  now. 
Let's  stop  wasting  money  if  it  means  money  every 
month.  Let's  shift  the  plans.  Maybe  it  will  he  a 
little  more  expensive  to  build  in  the  Kilmer  tract 
are  because  they  claim  they  have  to  put  storm 
sewerage,  but  In  the  long  run  It's  cheaper  and  more 
efficient  to  leave  the  woods  there  hecause  It  Is  a 
natural  laboratory.  It's  a classroom.  It's  a 
research  area.  Economics  doesn't  justify  It," 
Garcia  explained.  He  added,  "Economically  they  (the 
University  Planners)  are  wrong.  They  could  never 
provide  the  research  space,  the  biological 
laboratory,  the  ecological  laboratory  that  those 

woods  provide.  It  would  cost  millions  of  dollars  to 
try  to  reproduce  the  woods,  with  the  wildlife  and 
all.  As  far  as  economics  is  concerned,  that  doesn't 
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even  answer  the  question." 

The  assistant  dean  pointed  to  an  Illogical  fact 
which  could  happen  If  the  woods  are  destroyed.  He 
said  It  would  be  rather  silly  to  call  the  proposed 
college  No.  4 an  "ecological  oriented  one,"  which 
has  been  decided,  while  Just  across  the  street  from 
It  what  little  there  Is  left  of  natural  environment 
would  he  demolished.  College  4 Is  planned  to  be 
built  next  to  Livingston  In  the  near  future.  "How 
can  the  University  expect  to  attract  a ton  ecologist 
to  teh  Dean  of  College  No.  4 and  turn  around  and 
tell  him  that  while  he's  trying  to  construct  his 
college  on  this  side  of  Avenue  E,  the  University  Is 
K°lng  to  tear  down  the  woods  across  the  way  from 
him.  No  self-respecting  ecologist  could  keep  that 
Deanshlp,"  Garcia  claimed. 

"I'm  not  only  Interested  In  the  ecological  point 
°>  view.  I'm  not  only  Interested  In  the  beauty  of 
the  woods.  I'm  Interested  In  the  fact  that  there 
, aca"eml c uses  for  those  woods,"  he  said, 
a pointed  to  a few  examples:  1)  the  biology 
department  Is  Interested  In  using  It  as  a natural 
laboratory,  along  with  botanists,  zoologists, 
geologists,  and  other  scientific  study  groups,  2)  It 
can  he  used  for  natural  walks,  3)  cross  country  type 
trails  for  running,  and  4)  an  area  for  natural 
archery  trails.  "I'm  not  saying  leave  those  woods 
alone.  Leave  those  woods  untouched.  No,  they're 
too  beautiful  to  be  left  untouched.  We  should  take 
advantage  of  them  as  woods,"  he  added. 

Garcia  feels  the  University  should  prove  Its 
commitment  to  conservation,  as  shown  by  the 
University  sponsored  Sportsman  show  last  week  which 
had  a main  theme  of  environmental  conservation,  by 
acting  on  the  woods.  "Let's  stop  giving  lln  service 
to  conservation,  let's  conserve  the  woods,"  he 
said. 

""People  I know  have  seen  over  100  different  types 
of  birds  there  (the  woods).  In  walking  through 
those  woods  with  University  people  we  have  seen 
evidence  of  deer.  There's  rabbit  and  all  kinds  of 
small  wildlife  In  there.  There's  a small  brook 
that's  unpolluted.  Some  people  have  dumped  garbage 
In  It  but  Its  still  unpolluted,"  Garcia  remarked. 

Asked  what  he  thought  of  the  Ad  Hoc  committee 
created  by  concerned  faculty  and  staff  members  from 
the  New  Brunswick  campus  to  save  the  woods,  Garcia 
replied,  "I  think  It's  right  for  the  faculty  and 
staff  to  put  pressure  on  the  University.  Any  help 
from  me  they  need,  the  will  get." 

"If  the  University  didn't  have  any  place  else  to 
build,  then  I might  not  fight  so  hard.  Rut  the  fact 
of  the  matter  Is  the  University  does  have  where  else 
to  build  married  student  housing.  I'm  not  opposed 
to  married  student  housing  or  college  No.  5.  I am 
opposed  to  people  In  the  University  structure 
deciding  wlthoud  discussion  that  married  student 
housing  and  college  No.  5 are  going  to  he  In  the 
woods.  The  University  has  no  right.  It  owes  It  to 
the  people  of  the  state,  to  leave  those  woods  alone 
and  to  learn  from  the  woods.  To  learn  from  the  life 
that's  there.  We  go  through  destroying  things,  but 
we  could  never  build  It  back  up  again,"  Garcia 
concluded.

some  mobility  In  order  to 
get  to  the  places  where 
they  will  work. 

There  Isn't  anything 
unique  about  the  approach 
of  the  course  except  that 
credit  Is  seldom  given 
for  a learning  experience 
which  is  not  based  on 
traditional  academic  pur- 
suits. Many  students  are 
disillusioned  with  the 
political  process.  The 
course  will  not  ask  them 
to  accept  the  process 
sight  unseen.  The  whole 
Idea  Is  to  give  the 
student  the  opportunity  to 
observe  and  to  parti- 
cipate. If  he  ends  up 
more  disillusioned  than  he 
was  when  he  started,  he 
will  at  l.east  have  some 
hard  data  to  support  his 
arguments  and  get  credit 
as  well.  It's  a pretty 
good  deal.
